S t . H e l e n a , January 2Dtbyr-A s far as we 
have been able to learn, Hall & Tubbs are 
the greatest sufferers by the recent sto rn . 
These gentlemen have á beautiful vineyard 
at the head of Conn valley, about four 
miles from here. 
On the place is a large 
wine cellar which is built in au excavation 
made in the side of a large hill. The rear 
wall is stone and very thick, and was 
thought strong enough to w ithstand any 
pressure. 
Friday night a large quantity of 
dirt slid down against it and ciushed the 
wall as if it had been so much redwood. 
The whole cellar was filled with stone and 
dirt, the heads were burst out of five 1,000- 
gallon tanks, also out of one or two pu n ­ 
cheons, and 5,500 gallons of wine mixed 
with the debris.

Di>»tli of R o b ert J o h n so n S tee le , a W ell- 
K n o w n N ew sp a p er M an. 


M e r c e d , January 2 0 th —Robert Johnson 
Steele died at his residence January 28, 
1880. H e wa3 born in Rockingham, N. C., 
October 22, 1822. He joined Company E, 
State Fencibles, at Jackson, Miss., in May, 
1846, under Captain Louis McManus, and 
was mustered into service at Vicksburg in 
the First Mississippi Rifle Regiment, com­ 
m anded by Jefferson Davis, June 6, 1846. 
H e sailed with his regim ent from New Or­ 
leans to Brazos Santiago, and saw active 
service at the battles of Monterey and 
Buena Vista. 
In 1849 he crossed the plains to Califor­ 
nia, and commenced his first m ining ven­ 
ture in El Dorado county in 4850. He 
went to Columbia and started a newspaper. 
H e also edited the Placer Courier, and has 
been the proprietor of several newspapers 
in the northern mines. 
In 1861 he m ar­ 
ried Mrs. Rowena Granice. 
H e leaves a widow and one son, Lee R. 
Steele, and one stepson, II. H . Granice, of 
the Sonoma Index Tribune. For the past 
twenty-nine years he has edited papers in 
Merced county.

A n Irrig a tio n D istr ict P ro p o sed to T ak e 
in th e £ n tir e C ou n ty. 


F r e s n o , January 29th.—A meeting of cit- 
zens was held last night in the Court-house 
to discuss the m atter of organizing a grand 
irrigation district to comprise all the terri­ 
tory between the foothills on the east, 
Fresno slough on thew est. theSan Joaquin 
river on the north and Kings river on the 
south. 
Some tim e ago citizens in the vicinity of 
Selma and Kingsburg petitioned the Board 
of Supervisors lo organize an irrigation dis­ 
trict under the W right law in that vicinity, 
and the m atter come up before the Board 
yesterday, and the occasion was taken by 
prom inent citizens to agitate the scheme 
outlined above. 
Supervisor T. C. W hite was Chairman of 
the meeting, and City Trustee S. H. Cole, 
J. P. Vincent, Dr. E. B. Perrin, Professor 
J. H. M artin and other prom inent land­ 
holders addressed it, all favoring the pro­ 
ject. 
Dr. Perrin owns the largest canal interest 
in Fresno county, but stated that if the 
people wanted toorganizeundertheW right 
law he would not oppose them . 
This area embraces all of Fresno county 
now under canal, except the “76” canal 
south of Kings 
river, and the section 
about Madera. 
J. P. Vincent, J. M. M artin and Frank 
Dusy were appointed a committee to can­ 
vass the m atter, and m ake a report Sat­ 
urday next. 
W hile Fresno City is in­ 
cluded in the boundaries outlined for the 
district it will not be included, as incor­ 
porated cities are barred by law. 
Reports are just coming in from the 
m ining camps and prospectors in 
the 
m ountains, 
whicü state that the late 
storm was the severest ever known, and 
that great suffering was endured by men 
in out-of-the-way places. Many flumes 
and other property was destroyed.

H e Says th e G overn m en t D o es N ot T reat 
th e In d ia n A llie s P ro p erly . 


C h ic a g o , January 29th.—General Crook 
was interviewed this afternoon with ref­ 
erence to the dispatches in the Pacific coast 
papers criticising the proposed removal 
of the Chiricahua Apaches to the Indian 
Territory. 
W ith reference to the charge that Chatto 
was not faithful, and that while serving 
as a scout he furnished the hostiles with 
am m unition 
and 
information, General 
Crook said : 
‘This is ail false. 
These stories are 
being circulated for a purpjse. Chatto 
was not only faithful, but it was due en­ 
tirely to the efforts of bis Indian scouts 
tbat the hostiles, under Natchez and Ge­ 
rónimo, 
surrendered to me in March, 
1880. 
“There were over ninety hostiles who 
surrendered at this time. Tne !erni3 were 
thoroughly understood, and all promised 
to go to Florida. 
On the way to Fort 
Bowie one night they camped near San 
Bernardino, it being extremely dark and 
they fiiied with bad whisky and alarmed 
at the designing white m an, thirty-three of 
them stampeded. 
‘ The balance, including the families of 
Natchez and Gerónimo, continued on to 
Bowie, and were sent to Florida, in accord­ 
ance with the terms of their surrender. 
It 
is true General Miles did discharge the 
Apache scouts, aud after operating against 
these thirty-three Indians for over five 
m onths, w ithout killing or c a p tu r iD g a 
single one of them, he sent Lieutenant 
Gatewood with two of Chatto s scouts, who 
succeeded in securing the s u r r e n d e r of the 
ringlendirs upon a 
prom'se 
tbat they 
should not be harm ed and should be sent 
to join their families in Florida. 
“It is very improbable that Chatto was 
planning a fresh outbreak a! tbe time he 
was sent to Florida, as he and .lie delega­ 
tion of chiefs had gone lo W ashington in 
June, where he 
was given tbe medal 
alluded to. Nor is it probab'e his old scouts 
would have secured the. surrender of the 
party with Gerónimo had they contcm 
plated an outbreak 
Instead of Chatio be­ 
ing sent back to his farm on the reserva­ 
tion with his delegatit.il, they were sent to 
Florida, where they received ihe same 
treatm ent as the hostiles whose surrender 
had been secured by their efforts. 
“These Indians are now Thoroughly sub­ 
dued, and there is not tbe slightest danger 
of their becoming troublesome again. 
All 
they ask is that they may be placed where 
they can have ground to cnltivate, in order 
that they may become self sustaining. 
“The way these Chiricahna allies have 
been treated is an outrage, and reflects on 
the honor of the G overnm ent.”

A FORECAST. 
As public judgment finds opportunity, 
wbich time always furnishes, to sift the 
false from the true, and to set aside the 
vindictive and the cavilling from the 
honest criticism, in all this matter of the 
snow blockade, the people come to the 
conclusion that the railroad company, in­ 
stead of being made the object of abuse 
and the subject of bitter complaint, is 
greatly to be praised and held up to the 
world of carriers as splendid examples of 
heroism in the face of natural difficulties 
that time and again have paralyzed rail­ 
road managers at the East. That the 
railway managers on whom so much has 
devolved in the last three weeks, have 
met the storm situation with consummate 
skill, and have manifested a tender con­ 
sideration for passengers blockaded by 
snow and washouts such as have never before 
been known on the part of passenger car­ 
riers, is undeniable. The truth is that 
after all the storms are over and all that 
petty criticism which makes fault-finding 
its keynote is at an end, the history of 
this wonderful storm will he written and 
impartial trnth will set down to the credit 
of the Southern Pacific officials commenda­ 
tion of the warmest character and approval 
that will not stop at the limits of ordinary 
praise for duty well performed. We make 
the prediction, and are content to wait, 
confident that the forecast will be verified, 
since the truth when fully developed must 
lender just such a verdict of hearty ap­ 
proval. 
A SUGGESTION. 
The present indications are that a re­ 
newal of the great storm is at hand. It 
behooves us, therefore, to give thought to 
the communities in the upper regions of 
the State and the remote mountain dis­ 
tricts that have been some weeks snowed 
in. If they are much longer imprisoned, 
they must he succored. Few such groups 
of people are provisioned for such a long 
siege as they have undergone. There are 
a great many isolated homes in the snowy 
regions of the mountains where death may 
already have come on the wings of starva­ 
tion. We know that some have already 
been found in dire distress, and searchers 
have discovered houses where the inmates 
have died for the want of the common 
comforts. It would seem that the time has 
arrived for some systematic search and 
inquiry to ascertain where there is suffer­ 
ing, that relief may be given. The people 
of the valleys where there is no snow, no 
cold that occasions suffering; where there 
is plenty, and the earth is carpeted with 
the green of springing vegetation, stand 
ready to aid the sufferers in the mountains, 
if such there are, and we believe and fear 
there are many. Some State authority, or 
perhaps some one of our large commercial 
bodies, should set on foot the necessary 
inquiry in this matter at once. 


T h e San Francisco Call, commenting 
upon the blockades of the railways over 
the mountains, says: 
The statement is thrown out for what it is 
woith that such a blockade could not have hap 
peucd to New York or Chicago. A sa m atter of 
fact. New Y ork never had a seventeen-foot fall 
of snow to contend with. A fall of three or four 
feet is quite as much astbe railroads leading out 
of that city can manage. They have frequently 
been closed up with less. It should he borne 
in mind that we have had a seventy days’ 
storm, with a day or two’s interruption. This 
unprecedented storm culminated in twelve 
davs of steady downpour, which, in the Sierras, 
took the form of snow. The depth as reported 
was about equal to the ieugth of a telegraph- 
pole. Instead of surprise that this unusual 
snow-stom caused interruption of travel, the 
wonder is that the railroad oompany are hut 
two or three days behind the storm in clearing 
the track. 
The truth is that there was no time 
during the whole blockade that the roads 
would not have been opened in two or 
three days time, had the storm ceased. 
But no lit;mau prescience could foresee the 
phenomenal meteorological condition that 
obtained during the blockades, and that 
are still, in several quarters defeatiug the 
effort to clear roads, and keep them open. 


T h e grand army of anti-ballot reform 
obstructionists, both Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic, are aghast that Governor Abbett, 
of New Jersey, should have stepped ont of 
the way of the car of progress—indeed, that 
he has lias taken passage in it. The Gov­ 
ernor, in his message to the Legislature, 
after commending the reform system and 
urging the Legislature to pass the neces­ 
sary laws to make it effective in New Jer­ 
sey, recently said; 
There should be an exclusive official ballot, 
printed and distributed by the State, so that one 
ballot cannot he distinguished from another 
when K is folded and ready for voting. The law 
should prohibit the use of anv ballot except the 
official boiiot. 
Governor Wilson, of West Virginia; 
Governor Campbell, of Ohio, and other 
leading Democrats have echoed the same 
cry, and now it really begins to look as if 1 
Governor Hill, of New York, and Senator ■ 
Gorman, of Maryland, are about to be left 
on shore by their party, while the Deni- j 
o racy embarks in the reform ship for the 
port of clean elections. Unless the Repub­ 
licans bestir themselves, we may expect 


the first national trumpet note for a real 
secret ballot to come from the camp of the 
Democratic host. True, the Republican 
party never has been an obstruction in the 
path of any progressive good, nor will it 
be; but in this matter of secret ballots, the 
elimination of ticket peddlers and the 
abolition of the ballot brokerage office, 
there are a good many Republicans of 
prominence who are holding the party 
back, to its detriment. Assuredly, all such 
will be “left.” There will be no disposi­ 
tion to stay the march long enough to bury 
these doubters who cling to the idols of 
past. If they are to stay with the party 
they must change their lament to a shout 
of encouragement. Neither the Republi­ 
can nor the Democratic crafts have any 
berth room for those who mourn for the 
flesh pots of corruption in the old-fashioned 
ballot methods. 


EXASPERATING! 


Ax Anarchist named Franklen com­ 
mitted suicide in Williamsburg, N. Y., re­ 
cently, on the plea that he had not a fair 
chance in the world, and was crushed by 
the successful. The neighbors of Frank- 
len say that he had just as fair an oppor­ 
tunity as any other man of his ability. 
They declare that he was not unfortunate, 
but that lie was lazy. He frequently de­ 
clared that the world owed him a living, 
but lie would not roll up his sleeves to work 
for it. He was a coward, as well as a lazy 
fellow, for having [persuaded his wife to 
let him kill her, after he had butchered 
his child, he had not the courage to kill 
himself until the police rushed in, when 
in fear of seizure, he blunderingly put an 
end to his existence. This fellow was a 
fair type of the average Anarchist, who, 
as a rule, is too lazy to work, and hating 
mankind while he assumes to love his fel­ 
lows, has no higher ambition than to live 
upon the industry, ability and skill of 
others. He broods upon what he deems 
the ills of society, until discontent becomes 
bitterness and bitterness ripens into excuse 
for assassination and the despoiling of other 
men of their goods. Franklen, for exam­ 
ple, was a sober man, intellectually bright, 
and a good workman. But being innocu- 
lated by mischief-making discontents, lie 
imbibed their doctrines, abandoned his 
trade, and set out to reform the world by 
growling at it, and cursing society for not 
supporting him in idleness. 1 le was a fair 
example of the legitimate result of Anarch­ 
ist teachings. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin sees in the 
later ambition of Prince Bismarck a de­ 
termination to have Austria absorbed by 
the German Empire. 
Tiie fact is that 
Prince Bismarck has made no concealment 
of that intention on his part for a long 
time, and our contemporary can find in 
some of his recent expressions on the sub­ 
ject, frank avowal of snch a desire. 
Whether it can be effected is another 
thing. Of course the Hungarians never 
will submit to absorption, nor is it con­ 
tended that Germany wishes that element 
to be drawn into her national composition 
It is altogether likely that she would aid 
Hungary to her independence if that 
would contribute to the merging of the 
Austrian possessions otherwise dominated 
with the German Empire. But there is 
a large Slav element under the Austrian 
rule that will prove no more assimilative 
that the Hungarians, and it is not believed 
that Germany can either conquer it by 
arms or the arts of peace, to a surrender of 
hopes, however faint, that the day may 
dawn when a Pan-slavic confederation will 
free it from foreign rule. 


P re c is e ly as was to have been ex­ 
pected, one of the journalistic agencies of 
misrepresentation and abuse of the rail­ 
road companies, advises delayed passen­ 
gers on the Central route to bring suits 
against the railroad corporation for dam- 
ges for detention in the snow. This 
clearly discloses the animus of the misre- 
ports of the conduct of the railroad peo­ 
ple during the blockade in journals that 
advise such proceedure as suits for dam­ 
ages. It will not, however, result in any 
gratification of the spleen out of which 
such advice arises. No carrier is to ha 
held responsible for that which is not the 
result of his negligence. What the law 
terms “The Act of God” is not, and never 
has been, cause for action to recover 
against a carrier.

The Blockade All Bat Broken, When 
the Storm Renews. 


BOTH SX0W AM) RAIN FALLING. 


R enew al of Hostilities on the Shasta 
R oute—The Heaviest 
Storm Yet.

The worst fears of the railroad company 
were realized, when yesterday afternoon 
the words “snowing again” ticked over 
the wires from the scene of the great block­ 
ade in the Sierras. 
The track, with the exception of some 
light drifts and ice caked rails, between 
Tunnel 13 and Truckee, was clear through­ 
out the snow-belt prior to the resumption 
of hostilities on the part of the elements. 
Preparations had been made to move 
the delayed west-bound trains at Truckee 
and Wadsworth, last night, butthesnow 
king unceremoniously disposed of these 
preparations. Unless the storm desists 
very shortly, these trains will all be or­ 
dered back East, and then brought west­ 
ward by way of the Southern route. 
At last accounts this morning it was still 
snowing east of Bine Canyon and raining 
west of Towles. 
On the California and Oregon road the 
situation has become more difficult of so­ 
lution in the past twenty-four hours, as 
the storm has re-commenced and is raging 
with violence unprecedented in that por­ 
tion of the country. 
From Redding for 100 miles north rain 
and hail is falling heavier than is shown 
by the records of forty years past. 
At Delia the fall of rain was 4i inches in 
twenty-fonr hours. 
North of Edgewood snow is again com­ 
ing down heavier than at any time during 
the present storm, which already had a 
record of being unparalleled. 
Slides of earth and snow continue to fall 
on the track, and the work of repair is be­ 
coming more difficult hourly. 


ON THE OREGON. 
H eavy Land Slides—Rain Falling in Tor­ 
rents at K ennet. 
[From the Record-Union’s special correspond­ 
ent.] 
K en n et, January 29th.—Your corre­ 
spondent left Redding at noon to-day, tak­ 
ing the special train bound for Kennet. It 
was expected that the road was all right to 
this place, but when the train had pro­ 
ceeded four mile3 up the road men were 
found repairing a short bridge, and a halt 
had to be made for nearly two hours, until 
the trestles were placed in condition for the 
train to cross. 
While waiting the rain began to fall, and 
in a short time it commenced to come down 
in torrents. 
The river, which was to the right ot the 
track, commenced to raise at the rate of a 
foot an hour, and water from the small 
creeks came down the mountain sides with 
a rnsh. 
Your correspondent took advantage o^ 
the delay and walked up the track to the 
place where an engine was thrown down 
the embankment into the river some two 
months ago. The engine remains there 
yet, the company not having had time to 
remove it and place it on the track. 
The mills of the Calumet Gold Mining 
Company, across the river from this point, 
were in full operation, as were other quartz 
mines seen on the way np. 
After the trestle was repaired the train 
proceeded on northward, and Kennet was 
reached shortly after 5 o’clock to-night. 
The first obstruction on the road is a 
land-slide abont a mile and a half above 
here. The track, for a distance of over 50 
feet, has been torn cut by the terrific 
force of a sliding mass, which is about 200 
feet in length and its depth ranges from 5 
to 8 feet. 
To-day a force of abont 100 men were 
engaged in clearing the track, but the 
heavy rain precipitated fresh dirt and rock 
almost as fast as it could be shoveled out. 
In the afternoon to-day the rain came 
down in snch torrents that the men had to 
cease work and come back to this place, 
where they are quartered in a work train. 
It is probable that more dirt will slide out 
of and upon the track to-night, but if it 
should not, the men will easily clear the 
track in the morning, as there was only 
about two car lengths to shovel away 
when they left to-night. 
The next obstruction to the track is 
about six miles above here, and consists of 
a rock and dirt-slide about one mile the 
other side of Morley station. 


W ORK AT THE FRONT. 
A D erailed C ar Com es N ear C ausing a 
Serious D isaster. 
[From the Record-Unios’s Special Correspond­ 
ent. 1 
Cisco, January 29th.—A work train hav­ 
ing on board 200 shovelers arrived at mid­ 
night from Shady Run on their way to the 
blockade. Just as the train was entering 
the station at this point, the trnck on one 
of the forward cars on the train jumped 
the track. 
No other damage was done. This will 
cause a delay of a couple of hours. The 
shovelers are in charge of VV. C. Chapin, 
who accompanies them. Conductor L. J. 
Lambert has charge of the train. Mr. Cha­ 
pin says that the track between Alta and 
Emigrant Gap, a distance of fifteen miles, 
is now flanged ont and In splendid condi­ 
tion.He also informed a reporter that the track 
bad been widened so that the steps on the 
sleepers wonld not come in contact with 
the snow. 
The station agent has just returned from 
the derailed car, and reports that the wheels 
jumped the track about half a mile below 
the s’ation. It is a surprise to every one 
that it did not result in a fearful accident, 
with loss of life, for had the car broken the 
coupling and struck the snow-shed timbers 
it woula surely have brought down the 
sheds, which are now covered from ten to 
twenty feet deep with snow. 
The train contained five tourist and ten 
freight cars, pulled by two engines and 
pushed by a third. The tram was in charge 
of Condnctor L. J. Lambert. The train 
hand9 were Ed. Fields, Joseph Deis and 
A. Gascoigne; the engineers, Charles Cong- 
don, Charles Rowell and Dad Ried; fire­ 
men, J. Conlner, A. Parker and J. Doran. 
The rotary was to be taken through to 
Sacramento to-night for repairs. At this 
hour 400 feet of the blockade is to be 
raised. 
__ 
T H E DISABLED ROTARY. 
she is Now nt the Railroad Shops Beiug 
Repaired. 
The big rotary plow which has done 
such noble work in the Sierras daring the 
past fortnight of the great blockade, and 
which was disabled ’Wednesday afternoon 
at Cascade, arrived in this city last evening 
shortly after 7 o'clock. 
The great machine was taken at once to 
the shops for repairs. 
The plow has bad a hard struggle and 
she locked it. when viewed by a reporter 
Isst night. One side of the exterior is par­ 
ticularly “buDged up,” as the engineer 
stated. This is the side wbich received the 
fore* of the big snow slide which came 
near knocking the plow out of the fight at 
Shady Run. There is not a pane ot glass 
left in the sides, and boards’and pieces of 
canvas were substitute! by thecrew to keep 
ont the frigid mountain blasts. 
The entire exterior is bruised and scarred. 
But this damage to the exterior was of lit­ 
tle moment to the snow-fighters. That did 
not mar ¡he plow's iigYi qualifies. j he 
trouble wss inside. The gra* cog? by 
means of which the p iwer from t ie en tine 
was imparted :j the immense s l o t knives 


in front were badly broken, the teeth be­ 
ing nearly all broken off. 
Five minutes after the arrival of the 
plow a large force of workmen were set to 
work on her, and ihev labored ali night. 
New castings complete had to be made. 
Work will continue constantly on her un­ 
til she is finished, when she will be imme­ 
diately dispatched to the front again. 
It is thought that the repairs will be fin­ 
ished by to-morrow evening.

VIEW ED FROM TRUCKEE. 
If the Snow D oes Not Increase A ll May 
Yet Be W ell. 
T ru ck ee, Janury 29:h.—It began snow­ 
ing 8gain to-day at this place and west as 
far as Cisco, according to the telegraphic 
reports received here. 
The storm is not near as severe as was 
the one of last week, and it may be only 
a passing cue. 
But if it continues it threatens to undo 
ali the tremendous labor of the pa3t fifteen 
days. At present the entire road is open, 
except about a mile and a half between 
Tunnel 13 and this place, which remains 
to be cleared of ice. 
The snowfall thus far of the storm, which 
began at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, is 
about eighteen inches. 
Should it not have greatly increased by 
the time the obstructed portion of the 
road is cleared, the west-bound trains, 
seven In number, now at this place, Reno 
and Wadsworth, will be started soon. 
Should the snowfall, however, be so 
great as to cause fears of its impeding the 
movement of trains, it is likely that the 
delayed trains will be started East, and the 
passengers, etc., transferred so as to reach 
California by way* of the Southern route 
road. 
_______ 
Outfit Trains Get Through. 
Summit, January 29ih.—The push plow 
wbich was derailed near Tunnel 13 this 
afternoon has been replaced on the track 
and has reached the tunnel all right. Di­ 
vision Superintendent Wright’s special car, 
as well as several outfit trains strung out 
between this place and the tunnel, will 
start shortly after midnight for Trnckee, 
the road being passable to that place. It is 
snowing here, but not very hard. Still, it 
is doing considerable damage, and even if 
it does not get worse, will delay the raising 
of the blockade at least twelve or fourteen 
hours. It is understood that a large force 
of shovelers will be put to work before 
morning, repairing fresh breaks and clear­ 
ing the track of the present snowfall. 
Railway Mai! Service* 
San F rancisco, January 29-n.—Accord­ 
ing to accounts received from Superintend­ 
ent Wilder, of the Railway Mail Service, 
overland mail is now arriving daily by the 
Southern route, and is dispatched from 
this city by the same line. No information 
could be given as to when the blockade 
would be raised. “The best evidence,” 
said Mr. Wilder, “that the blockade still 
exists comes from the fact that trains 1 and 
3, which were to leave here at 3:30 and 8 
p. m. to day for Ogden, have been aban­ 
doned, and I take it for granted that the 
railroad company is powerless to remove 
the obstruction, although working hard to 
accomplish that object.” 
Mr. Stubbs Enjoying H im self. 
Among the 800 or more passengers snow­ 
bound at Reno is J. C. Stubbs, the Fourth 
Vice-President of the Southern Pacific,who 
is returning from an extended Eastern trip. 
Reno is not widely advertised as a winter 
resort; indeed, jnst now there is said to be 
much sickness there, but the reports are 
that Mr. Stubbs is getting all the fun he 
can out of Reno life. Sleigh rides and 
coasting are among the winter recreations 
of Reno folks at present, as well as visiting 
and entertaining, to same extent, the travel­ 
ers who are blockaded there. 
Tit for Tat. 
It is an old complaint of Nevada people 
that the Southern Pacific, in selling tourist 
round-trip excursion tickets would not per­ 
mit stop-over privileges, and thus, it has 
been argued, home seekers have been forced 
to pass through Nevada and have entered 
California, to the benefit of this State. As 
a fact this forfeiture of stop-over privileges 
is an understood rule of all excursion 
ticket sales. Nevada real estate men have 
complained to the Southern Pacific people 
about this considerably. Now, in conse­ 
quence of the long blockade, a facetious 
San Francisco railway man sees a chance 
to get even. 
This is the message he has 
wired to the Reno Gazette: “How do you 
like the stop-over privileges now offered by 
the company?”

WILLIAM F. HUHTOON SENDS A BUL­ 
LET THEOUGH HIS HEAET. 


‘‘But you say be bad drank too m uch.” 
“Yes, his friends all knew it. 
H e bad 
Íiromised me to restrain bimself, and

ieve be m eant sincerely all he said." 
“Don’t you think, Mr. Beckman, that po­ 
litical life for a young and sensitive man 
like him was bad?” 
“There is no doubt of it. That led him 
into association where he had to drink with

W illiam F. H untoon, Secretary of the 
People’s Savings Bank of this city, com­ 
m itted suicide shortly before 5 o’clock last 
evening by shooting him self through the 
heart. 
T he news of the sad alfair created con 
siderable excitem ent about the city last 
night, as the deceased was know n and 
liked by almost everybody. 
F or the past three or four days, Mr. H u n ­ 
toon had been drinking to m ore or lees ex­ 
tent. H e reported for duty at the bank 
each m orning, however, until yesterday. 
On Tuesday night he indulged in stim u­ 
lants to excess, and was seen by m any of 
his friends in an intoxicated condition- 
Police officer Stafford, who was an inti­ 
m ate friend of the deceased, found him in 
this condition, and took him hom e about 
m idnight. 
Yesterday Mr. H untoon appeared at the 
bank as usual, but it was evident to his 
colleagues that he was not in condition to 
work. 
Clerk Lorenz suggested to him that he 
had better go hom e. Mr. H untoon began 
to weep like a child, and chided him self 
for drinking. 
He then went to Mr. Beck­ 
m an, the President of the bank, and told 
him of his condition, and said he deeired 
to go home. 
Mr. Beckman prom ptly granted the re­ 
quest, and the Secretary left the place. 
This was about 9:30 A. M. 
Mr. H untoon was seen in various parts 
of the city duriDg the forenoon. H e w an­ 
dered about aimlessly, in a despondent sort 
of way, and frequently wept when spoken 
to by some friend. H e took several more 
drinks, which did not better his condition 
any. Shortly before 1 o'clock he returned 
to tb e bank, but after rem aining there a 
few m inutes went out again. 
H e then 
went to The Play Saloon, on K street, and 
Mr. Fawcett, one of the proprietors, in­ 
duced him to lie down for a while in a rear 
room. An hour later Mr. Fawcett sum ­ 
m oned a carriage and he and Mr. H untoon 
took a drive about the city. At about 3:30 
o’clock they drove to the corner of Eighth 
and M streets, which is within a few rods 
of Mr. H untoon’s home, and the latter 
alighted. 
H e promised his friend th a t he 
would go directly home, and Mr. Fawcett 
drove off. 
Instead of going home, however, he 
went into John Bellm er’s grocery store, on 
the corner of E ighth and M. 
H e remained here some time, and it was 
noticed that he was acting strangely. He 
would stand in one spot for several m in­ 
utes gazing fixedly at the floor, and then 
the tears would well in his eyes, and he 
would weep. 
Mr. Belim er observed th at he had been 
drinking, and instructed his clerk not to 
give him any liquor. 
It was not long after this that Mr. H u n ­ 
toon asked the clerk for a drink, and the 
latter, of course, declined to supply him 
w ith it. 
The young m an seemed to take this con­ 
siderably at heart and wept bitterly for 
some time. 
Then he walked out into the front part 
of the store, where several gentlemen were 
sitting. H is hand sought his hip-pocket, 
and just as he reached the door he turned 
his tear-stained face to the party and said 
“Good-bye, boys.” 
The next instant he 
whipped out a large 38 caliber revolver, 
and before anyone could reach him placed 
the muzzle over his heart and pulled the 
trigger. 
Death was instantaneous. The bullet 
pierced the unfortunate young m an’s heart 
and he fell to the floor a corpse. 
There was great excitement at the store 
and in the neighborhood of the sad occur­ 
red;- 
Mr. Belimer im m ediately sent his 
clest. 
?.e suicide’s home, 721 M street, 
to in -inn the bereaved 
parents. 
The 
scene which followed the bringing of the 
news to the parents was sad indeed. Tbe 
father, almost bereft of his senses by the 
shock, rushed up to the grocery store and 
prostrated him self beside the 
remains. 
Shortly afterward the body was removed to 
the deceased's home. 
W illiam Frederick 
H untoon 
was 
33 
years of age, and a native of Sacramento. 
H e was unm arried. 
W illiam Fawcett, with whom the de­ 
ceased was out riding vesterday, m ade the 
following statem ent o f w hat he knew of 
the m atter to a R ecord-Ukioh reporter 
last n ig h t: 
“ Mr. Huntoon, accompanied by officer 
Stafford, came into my place last evening 
and had a drink. Mr. Huntoon also asked 
several others who were in the place to join 
him , and they did so. I could easily see 
that he had "been drinking heavily. Mr. 
Stafford was trying to get him home, 
and I also advised him to go hom e. 
They left a few m inutes later, Mr. H untoon 
having promised Mr. Stafford that he would 
go home w ith him . W ell, I didn’t see him 
again until to-day, when I came down to 
work. 
1 was told then that he was asleep 
down stairs on the w atchm an’s bed. I had 
the bed brought upstairs to one of the card- 
room .and tried to get him to lie down again. 
H e finally consented, and when 1 was 
covering him I noticed that he had a revol­ 
ver in his pocket. I was afraid he m ight 
fall from the cot and explode the pistol 
and possibly injure himself, so I tried to 
get it from him . H e fought m e off, though, 
and would not relinquish the weapon. 
H e wanted liquor, but I refused to give it 
to him , and tried instead to get him to 
to take a little bromide, to straighten 
his nerves 
H e refused to take this, 
however. Then I sent a colored m an in to 
bathe his forehead, and this seemed to im ­ 
prove him considerably. 
Later in the 
afternoon I sent for a team and took him 
out for a ride, thinking it would brace him 
up. H e acted queerly, and was not h im ­ 
self at all. He frequently referred to some­ 
body who had a Sm ith & Wesson revolver 
the night before, but I could not m ake out 
w hat he m eant. After driving around 
town for an hour or so, I persuaded him to 
go home, and be promised that he would. 
H e left me at the corner of Eighth and M 
streets, and that was the last tim e I saw 
him alive. T nat w asabout 3:30 o’cl tck.” 
W m . Beckm an.President of thePeople’s 
Savings Bank, was met by b R ecobd-TTniok 
reporter last evening, to whom Mr. Beck­ 
m an m ade the following statem ent, in re­ 
sponse to an inquiry as to his theory of 
the cause of the suicide: 
“I can attribute it only to W ill’s having 
been under the influence of liquor." 
Being asked as to why he came to that 
conclusion, Mr. Beckman said: 
“ Yesterday the Directors counted the 
m oney in the bank, as is their custom. 
One of them asked the Cashier. Mr. H u n ­ 
toon, about some checks on a file, and I 
noticed that he stood in a seeming reverie, 
and did not reply. The Director inquired 
a second time, and he did not reply. Then, 
for the first tim e in the eleven years that 
we have been associated together, I spoke 
sharply to him , saying, ‘W ill, why don’t 
you attend to vour business there?’ 
“H e looked up and gave necessary atten­ 
tion. I did not think him intoxicated, but 
he looked a little dull. This m orning he 
came to the bank and told me he hod been 
drinking, and begged m y pardon for the 
inattention referred to. H e cried like a 
child, and a long tim e. I soothed him and 
told him not to feel bad, and to resolve not 
to get off again. He was deeply moved, 
and so was I. 
I never felt more sorry for 
any m an than I did for him because of his 
emotion, for I was deeply attached to him .” 
“ W ell, he asked lor leave of absence 
for the day. and I told him , certainly, to 
take it and go hom e and rest. That was 
the last I saw of him alive.” 
“ How was be situated financially, Mr. 
B eckm an?” 
“H e was well fixed. H e had a good 
salary, was not extravagant, saved some 
of it m onthly, was able to m ake some 
loans on his own account, owned jointly 
w ith another some real estate, and had 
about $3,000, I think, to his credit in the 
bank, and owned 30,000 shares of the bank 
stock on which fifty-five cents a share has 
been paid. So he was w orth abont $20,­ 
000, and as I don't know who owes him , 
m avbe more.” 
• H e bad a bond up as Cashier?” 
“ Yes, tbe bauk has a good bond for bis 
integrity in the sum of $50,000. It is de­ 
posited t . 
safe-keeping with the Califor­ 
nia State iiank. H is accounts are straight 
w ith us: in fact, he had no opportunity, 
if so inclined, to specaiate w ith 
bank 
monev, under our system, w ithout speedy 
discovery. B ut there vras not a dishonest 
hair in his head. H e was a noble young 
m an, true, of fiue financial judgm ent, 
clean-handed, 
aud 
trustw orthy to any 
am ount. Associated with him for eleven 
years, I knew him c;e:.r through. He was 
a m an of fine qualities. No young mar. 
b ad fairer prospects, ncue deserved more. 


SENAT0E FAIE'S MULES. 


T h e “ F lo c k ” o f T h em T h a t H . J . P a lm e r 
D isp o sed O f. 
Yesterday was commenced in Justice 
Devine’s Court the exam ination of H . J. 
Palm er, who is charged by W . P. Clarke 
w ith embezzlement. The charge is based 
others. 
W hen he was defeated for Fire upon a transaction that occurred in October, 
Commissioner I told him I was, after all, 
glad of it, for his sake. 
He said then, and 
once since, that he had enough of politics, 
and wouldn’t go in again with all the asso­ 
ciations related to town politics for any­ 
thing, and he m eant it and kept his word, 
too.” 
Mr. Beckman added that any and all 
stories about Mr. Huntoon being short with 
the bank were absurd. On the contrary, 
the deceased cashier has money to his 
credit in the bank, besides being, as stated, 
a large owner of the bank stock. 
Mr. Abbott, Cashier of the California 
State Bank, was next seen by a E ecord- 
U kion reporter, and in response to inquiry 
said : 
“The bond of Mr. H untoon is on file in 
our bank. It is for $50,000. Moreover, 
the bank stock owned by him is deposited 
w ith ns. I knew Mr. H untoon well. H e 
was financially sound, and m ust have been 
pretty well off. H e was a high-strung 
young m an. I mean that he was very 
sensitive and deeply sensible of affront or 
in ju ry ; morbidly so, indeed, and likely to 
suffer when there was no cause for it. I 
sincerely regret his end. 
H e was a young 
man of financial capacity and full of 
prom ise.” 


BOLD E0BBEEY. 


C h in ese H ig h b in d ers D o U p O ne of T h eir 
C ou n trym en F ro m A ubu rn . 
A h H ong is a rather good-looking and 
dndish-appeariDg Chinaman, who dwells 
in the fair town of A uburn, Placer county. 
H e came to tbe city yesterday to m ake 
some New Year calls among his country­ 
m en and countrywomen, and took the 
precaution before leaving hom e of putting 
$150 in an inside pocket, witb which to de­ 
fray his expenses, for Hong is something 
of a high roller on such occasions. 
H e appeared at the Police Station last 
evening in a rather dilapidated condition, 
showiDg two ugly wounds on his head, 
while streams of carm ine coursed down 
his face and neck, aud even his white 
stockings were blood-stained. 
Ah Hong 6tated that he was passing 
along I street, between Third and Fourth, 
when he was met by two highbinders, one 
of whom grabbed him abont the shoulders 
while the other pum meled him over the 
head with a pistol or other weapon, m ak­ 
ing the gaping wounds referred to. 
But 
that was not all. 
W hen the highbinders 
concluded that they had their victim in a 
sufficiently pliable condition for their pur­ 
pose, they went through his pockets and 
relieved him of the $150 that he had been 
saving np for bis Sacramento spree. 
T he police promised Ah Hong all possi­ 
ble aid in hnnting down the bighbinders, 
and he departed to have 
his wounds 
dressed. H e says be would know the men 
if he should see them .

The fact was published a few days since 
of the arrest of P. D. Gardemeyer, Manager 
of the College Park (Sutter county) Land 
Association, on complaint of one F. Mantes, 
of this city, who charged him w ith obtain­ 
ing m oney from him by false pretenses. 
Gardemeyer was arrested in San F ran ­ 
cisco by Constable Martin, and the case 
was to have been heard yesterday in Justice 
H enry’s Court. But the discovery was 
made that Mantes supposed be was merely 
suing to get back his property, and as he 
refused to continue the crim inal prosecu­ 
tion the charge was dismissed. 


1888, while Palm er was m anaging the Reed 
ranch, in Yolo, for Senator Fair.

He had Palm er’saccounts 
exam ined by a Mr. Angus, an expert ac­ 
countant, and the latter, as well as the 
witness himself, had been unable to find 
any entry of the sale of the thirteen head 
of horses and mules. 
W hen he finally removed Palm er and 
installed Falkenburg as manager, there was 
a rodeo of the stock on the ranch, and the 
herd was driven past the Senator for hia 
inspection and to be counted. Palm er 
asked witness if he was satisfied with the 
showing, and the Senator replied that out 
of the whole lot he recognized but one 
horse as belonging to the lot of fine ani­ 
m als that he had placed on the ranch; 
that the rest were a measly, sickly lot of 
calves and colts that had no resemblance 
to his fine stock. 
The Senator further testified that Falk- 
euburg complained to him that several days 
elapsed after his taking charge of the place 
before he could get Palm er to turn over 
the books of the ranch to him . 
“And I 
guess they were not worth m uch when he 
got them .” rem arked the witness. 
W hile Senator Fair was being examined 
relative to the books of the ranch by Grove 
L. Johnson, 
one 
of Palm er’s counsel, 
reference was frequently made by Mr. 
Johnson to the accounts of the H am ilton 
ranch—an adjoining piece of property pur­ 
chased by the Senator—which books the 
latter said he had never seen. 
Palm er and 
his counsel had a ledger before them which 
they frequently consulted, and in which 
they pointed significantly to some item 
while the horse and m ule transaction was 
being inquired into. 
The presumption is 
that they expect to show that the proceeds 
of the sale referred to were entered in a set 
of accounts belonging to the Ham ilton 
ranch, from which the stock were taken.

Tbe fact that the snow descended 
by a route the railroad cannot close up 
m ust be accepted as an answer to one of 
these questions. 
The trains were sur­ 
rounded because the snow fell from above, 
both in advance and in the rear of the 
trains. It the storm had clung to the earth 
and crept upon the trains trom one direc­ 
tion it m ight have been opposed. 
If the 
railroad company had known as mnch 
about the storm twelve days ago as it 
knows now there would have been fewer 
trains in the snow belt. 
But from day to 
day there has been a hope that the storm 
would cease. The storm that was in pros­ 
pective was measured by others which had 
come and gone. 
No one anticipated that 
when the first train stopped ii would re­ 
m ain in its track twelve days. 
If the com­ 
pany could have known just how tbe 
storm would be directed they m ight have 
done things that were ieft undone. Trains 
on the way from the East m ight have been 
sent back. But if these later trains had 
been sent back and had been blockaded 
east of Ogden, and if the Sierra blockade 
had been raised, both of which were prob­ 
able events, the company would have been 
censured. Detentions have been as num er­ 
ous on the eastern half of the road as 
on the western, but on this occasion the 
storm centered upon the western half,—S’.

Silas had eleven followers, and founded 
a sect which was called ‘•Samaritans.” He 
gradually widened his teachings until he 
advocated drinking blood for all diseases, 
giving the authority of (he Bible teaching 
that blood was life. 
At the home of John W rinkle an officer 
found a man lying on a bed In the last 
stages of consumption. 
Two emanciated 
children were in the house. 
Wrinkle de­ 
nied that be bad been drinkiDg the blood 
of the children. Their appearance, how­ 
ever, aroused the suspicions of the officer 
and he stripped them. Their limbs were 
in a terrible condition, their arms being 
covered with sores about the elbows, show­ 
ing plainly his efforts at bleeding. 
When confronted with this W rinkle con­ 
fessed that he had availed himseif of the 
opportunity, and asserted that the children 
gave their blood voluntarily to restore him 
to health. The man could not be moved, 
but the children were brought to this city 
and placed in a home. The Humane So­ 
ciety will lay the matter before the Gov­ 
ernor, as the Kansas City authorities are 
powerless.

IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, January 20th.—The initial bat­ 
tle between the Republican majority and the 
Democratic minor.ty in the Hou?e cecurred to­ 
day, resulting in the most exciting scene wit 
nessed in Congress ior many years, and wiiich 
at one time verged upon a riot. 
The Democrats raised the question oí the con 
sideration against the Smith vs. Jackson con­ 
tested election case. Upon roll call only three 
Democrats answered to their names, thus pre­ 
venting a quorum, whereupon Speaker Reed 
directed the clerk to record ihe names of the 
Democratic members present and not voting. 
A storm of indignation from the Democrats 
followed. Breckenridge, Carlisle, Compton aud 
others fiercely denounced the Speaker’s action 
as revolutionary and unconstitutional. 
This announcement was greeted with cheers 
by the Democrats, who rose to their feet en 
masse, execrating the Speaker and shouting 
“ Czar and Tyrant.” 
All the Democrats present were recorded by 
the Clerk. Speaker Reed justified his actiou by 
quoting a similar precedent established in 
parallell case, the ruling by Governor Hill 
when President of the New York State Senate 
Speaker Reed announced a quorum present 
and the Republicans cheered. 
Crisp, a Democrat, moved an appeal from the 
decision. A morion was made to lay the appeal 
on the table, which would cut off debate. 
Crisp appealed to the Republicans as men 
not. to bar debite. [Cheers of approval.] 
Crisp, Carlisle and Breekenriage inveighed in 
bitter terms against the action of the Speaker, 
denouncing it as unconstitutional and highly 
revolutionary. 
Cannon, a Republican, defended the Speaker. 
He said he was endeavoring to further legisla­ 
tion and prevent revolutionary attempts to re- 
tard it. The majority intended to rule, and if 
the country did not uphold them in this effort, 
it could manifest its disapproval at the polls. 
[Cheers by Republicans.] 
The Republicans 
allowed the Democrats to do most of the talking 
until 5 o’clock, when they adjourned until to­ 
morrow.
